Right  here  in  Saginaw,  Michigan  we  have  a banking  institution  that  will 
be  celebrating  it's  107th  birthday  on  November  8,  1977. 

It  is  the  Second  N.B.  and  T.C.  of  Saginaw. 

Just  imagine  over  100  years  of  continued  growth  and  progress  serving 
the  many  thousands  of  individuals,  businesses  and  associations  in  the  Saginaw 
Valley  and  Michigan. 


Charter  No.  1918  was  granted  to  Second  N.B.  of  East  Saginaw.  The  title 
was  changed  to  Second  N.B.  of  Saginaw  on  10-21-1891.  On  6-22-1896  they 
acquired  No.  2761  Home  N.B.  and  on  12-18-1922  they  acquired  No.  391 1 
Commercial  N.B.  On  1-20-1930  the  title  was  changed  to  Second  N.B.  and  T.C. 
of  Saginaw. 

Six  series  of  notes  with  twelve  denominations  were  issued  as  follows. 
Second  Charter  - Brown  and  Dated  Backs.  Third  Charter  - Dated  Backs  and 
Blue  Seals.  1929  Series,  types  1 and  2.

THE  CURRENCY  CLUB  OF  CHESTER  COUNTY 
Currency  Grading  Suggestions 


Based  on  what  many  suggested,  my  own  feelings  and  early  reports  of 
a grading  system  discusses  at  PMCM.  The  Currency  Club  of  Chester  County 
has  held  a meeting  of  discussion  - the  following  are  our  combined  thoughts 
on  a system  of  grading. 

Initially  we  look  at  a note  and  decide  if  its  a desirable  collectible 
note.  Does  it  have  a good  general  appearance  keeping  in  mind  the  techniques 
and  ability  of  the  printing  and  paper  available  at  the  time?  Was  it  laundered 
repaired,  doctored  or  could  it  be  counterfeit? 

Is  the  seller  reputable,  and  even  better,  is  he  knowledgable  and  even 
more  important  - are  you?  For  he  probably  was  forced  to  handle  paper 
money  and  is  gaining  knowledge  too. 

With  the  universal  coming  of  the  decimal  system  perhaps  a scale  of  0- 
100  (increments  of  5)  is  a realistic  and  simple  system.  We  would  greatly 
resist  any  use  of  "over  a 100"  for  a super  note  - as  the  super  note  is  the 
100.  Also  there  should  be  no  odd  numbers  like  87Y2,  although  these  un- 
doubtedly will  occur.  While  rarity  should  not  be  considered  in  the  grading 
of  a note  - it  may  be  a factor  in  accepting  for  collecting  the  note  and 
certainly  in  its  cost.  We  recognize  that  the  back  has  little  to  add  to  grading 
so  "the  face  is  the  thing."  For  simplicity  of  description  five  (5)  groups 
seems  managible.

I am  very  proud  that  I am  an  Iranian  Citizen;  but  I am  even  prouder  for 
being  an  immigrant  to  the  wonderful  United  States  of  America. 

Iran  is  a country  very  rich  in  history.  Historians  differ  on  how  old  the 
Iranian  Society  actually  is.  Some  say  the  oldest  civilization  on  earth  and  some 
say  only  2,554  years  old!  However,  they  do  agree  it  is  an  old  culture. 

Unfortunately  the  history  of  Iranian  Notes  is  not  very  clear  or  helpful. 
There  are  stories  in  which  they  indicate  that  during  the  reign  of  Cyrus  the 
Great  some  2,500  years  ago,  the  merchants  felt  there  was  a need  for  some 
sort  of  medium  of  exchange  aside  from  gold,  silver  and  copper  coins.  Aside 
from  being  unsafe  to  move  from  one  part  to  anotehr  part  of  the  country  or 
world,  they  were  much  to  heavy  to  carry.  So,  the  story  goes,  that  the  first 
merchant  came  up  with  the  idea  of  using  a hair  from  a man's  moustache  as 
a medium.  This  worked  for  awhile  but  it  hurt  to  take  a hair  out  of  one's 
moustache  and  after  all,  how  could  one  say  for  sure  that  one  hair  was  more 
important  than  another?!  Then  they  went  to  using  animal  skins  with  some 
scrambled  letters  for  the  amount.  This  went  on  for  a long  time  but  never  got 
to  be  as  popular  as  gold  or  silver  or  even  copper. 
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The  modern  Iranian  Notes  started  with  British  penetration  into  Iranians 
life  during  the  early  19th  Century.  It  was  then  that  the  Iranian  note  making 
started  and  later  was  modified  during  the  early  20th  Century  with  the  coming 
of  the  present  King's  father  to  power.  The  present  (Shah)  King  has  changed 
Iranian  notes  more  so  than  ever  before.  Todays  Iranian  notes  are  among  the 
most  colorful  notes  in  the  world.  Denominations  are  as  follows:  20  Rials, 

50  Rials,  100  Rials,  200  Rials,  500  Rials,  1000  Rials,  5000  Rials  and  10,000 
Rials.  Rials  are  today  equal  to  .015  cents  but  of  course  one  should  remember 
the  currency  fluctuation. 

I sincerely  believe  Iranian  Notes  are  one  of  the  better  notes  to  collect  for 
investment  purposes.  If,  for  no  other  reason,  because  the  oil  revenue  has  en- 
abled more  people  to  collect.  Also,  in  Iran  they  change  their  currency  instead 
of  reprinting  more  of  the  same  design. 

I hope  I can  better  inform  the  readers  more  in  the  future.  I will  be  glad 
to  answer  any  inquiries.
